GRAND JURY INQUIRING 





Manager of Rooming House 
Says Men in Penitentiary 
Live With Him. 





The eyes of the grand jury were 
opened Wednesday by the testimony of 
Detective Sergt. John McMullen and 
Special Officer Patrick Lynch as to the 
extent of the fraudulent registration he- 
ing carried on in anticipation of the ap- 
proaching city election. 

One woman was called to give evi- 
dence, and several indictments may be 
the result of the disclosures made. 

In their rounds Tuesday McMullen 
and Lynch visited three places, &s19 
North Sixth street, 173 Morgan street, 
and the Franklin Avenue Business 
Men’s Club, 1627 Morgan street. 

At each of these place ten voters were 


supposed to be registered, but not a man | 


out of the 30 did the detectives find. 
One woman was all they could discover. 
Both her name and residence are being 
withheld untill after the grand jury has 
heard her story. 

Knew Name of One Man, 

Of all the names which appeared on 
the officers’ list she had heard only 
one, and that was of a man who died 
three years ago, but who used to live 
at the house. The names of the other 
voters were strange ‘to her, and she had 
never even heard of them in the neigh- 
borhood: 

A fourth place was visited—just where 
the detectives decline to say for the 
present—and there they encountered a 
man who said he was the manager of 
the rooming house. 

“Does ‘Skippy’ 
asked McMullen. 

‘‘Sure,’’ was the answer. 

‘Does Jimmy Collins—‘Jimmy the Rat’ 
—live here?” asked thé wergeant. 

‘Sure thing,’’ was the reply. ‘Jimmy's 
one of our oldest boarders.’’ 

As a matter of fact, both Rohan and 
Collins are in the penitentiary. Rohan 
has been there two years. 

‘“‘How about E. FP: Creecy?” asked Mc- 
Mullen, ‘‘Does he live at this place?’ 


He Knuew Chief Creecy. 
“Aw, gwan! said the alleged manager. 


‘You can’t hand me anyining like that. 
Creecy is the-€hiecf of Police.”’ 

This man, too, will be taken before the 
grand jury and asked to tell what he 
knows about the registration of certain 
names. 

McMullen and Lynch say that at least 
100 names are falsely registered in the 
district which they have been in- 
vestigating under the direction of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Jones. 

His Name Scratched Off. 

Florence McAuliffe, 60 years old, a 
constituent of Herman W. Fay, the 
Twenty-fourth Ward member of the 
House of Delegates, called at police 
headquarters Wednesday morning and 
asked for a detatl of bluecoats to es- 
cort him to the City Hall. He said he 
wanted to protest to the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners against the action of 
the judges and clerks in his precinct in 
scratching his name from the registra- 
tion books. 

Mr. McAuliffe, who says he is an un- 
cle of Timothy McAuliffe, former mem- 
ber of the House from the Third Ward, 
declares he has lived in the same house 
at 3531 South Grand avenue for the past 
four years, He has Hved in St. Louis 
for 21 years, he says, and has never 
failed to exercise his right of suffrage.

STEAMER HAMBURG (By Wireless 
Via Siasconset), March 24.—With the 
ship plunging and rolling in a choppy 
sea, Theodore Roosevelt is the same 
strenuous and interest compelling person 
he was when he mounted the quarter 
deck of his warhorse for a cross-country 
jaunt. 

One of the first passengers to arise 
this morning, he led the before-break- 
fast Marathon around the deck, always 
a feature on board steamer. One by 
one the followers of the Strenuous One 
trailed off and quit, part of them be- 
cause the motion of the vessel deprived 
them of any interest in anything in the 
world, even such an interesting person- 
ality as the ex-President, and some be- 
cause they had had enough. 

But Col. Roosevelt quit only to go to 
the gymnasium, where he rounded out 
a 10-mile jaunt, then rode the bucking 
broncho, almost wore out the weight- 
lifting machines and went through a lot 
of stunts of a most vigorous character 
and when he seated himself at the cap- 
tain’s table for breakfast he showed 
that seasickness was still far from him. 

Col. Roosevelt acted and looked as 
though he had never felt’ better in his 
life. He was: brimming over. with inter- 
est in everybody and everybody, already 
knows everybody on the boat and is 
winning them“all with his geniality and 
comradeship. He is the life of the ship, 
and when he sits down in his steamer 
chair for a time, he is surrounded by a 
crown whose interest he holds by telling 
stories, a: trait of character ‘which he 
was not supposed to possess,

NEW YORK, March 24.—Within sight 
of several of her school-teacher friends

As}:s Attorney-General if Mid- 
night Arrest of Girl Was 
Legal. 





Gov. Hadley, in his tnvestigation of 
the midnight arrest of Miss Hildegarde 
Hallen, Wednesday requested Attorney- 
General Major to render an opinion as 
to the legality of the action of Chief of 
Datectives Smith in entering the home 
of the young woman, former stenogra- 
pher in the office of M. Dwight Fort- 
n2r, a fugitive realty dealer. He laid 
bsfore the Attorney-General all the facts 
in his possession regarding the case: 

The report which has reached Gov. 
liadley, and which moved him to a 
thorough investigation of the case, is 
that Chief Smith, before going to the 
Hallen home, conferred with a member 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, 
and was told by him to “bring in Miss 
Hallen by all means.”’ 

Police Commissioner Fristoe, when 
asked Wednesday by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter regarding fhis report, said “I 
don’t believe it.’’ 

Hears Arrest Was Urged. 

The report of the Police Board on the 
case impressed Gov. Hadley as an ‘at- 
tempt to minimize the entire affair. In 
this connection, Jefferson City dis- 
patches say, the Governor has been in- 
formed that Miss Hallen’s arrest was 
urged by large St. Louis financial in- 
terests. 

Gov. Hadley takes the position that, 
however pressing the necessity for Miss 
Hallen’s arrest, it should have been ac- 
complished in a legal manner.

Preacher Asks Voters to Inves- 
tigate Candidate for 
Collector. 





TICKET NEEDS BALANCE] 


He Characterizes Talk About 
Republican “Boss” as Be- 
ing “All Rot.” 





Referring to the candidacy of Edmond

EXPLORERS EAT PONIES 





Magnetic Pole Reached, Moun- 
tains Discovered, Polar 
Calm Theory Disproved. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRBSS.) 
LONDON, March 24.—The polar re- 
gions are gradually yielding up their 
setrets to human perseverance and de- 
termination. Lieut. Ernest H. Shackie- 
ton of the British Navy. who left his 
permanent quarters last autumn for a 
_ Gash to the South Pole, having succeed- 
ed, after an arduous siedge journey of 
106 miles, which occupied 126 days, in 
reaching within 111 miles of the pole, 
Or 84 miles nearer than the point at- 
tained by the “Discovery Expedition,” 
of which he was an officer. 

As the expedition to the South was un- 
Gertakén rather for the purpose of geo- 
graphical survey rather than with the 
idea of reaching the pole itself, it may 
De sald to have succeeded beyond .he 
most sanguine expectations. 

Profiting by former experiences in the 
Antartic regions, when all the dogs suc- 
curbed to the strain and rigors of the 
climate, Lieut. Shackleton made some 
Gepartures from the usual preparations 
for a journey across the snow and ice. 
He took with him a motor car, which 
could be converted into a sledge, and 
gubstituted ponies and dogs and light 
woolen clothing for heavy furs. 

The main expedition of which Lieut. 

mn was in command, reached 
oes 038. longitude 162 east, while 
a second party pushed forward to the 
magnetic pole, reaching lati- 
tude 72.26, longitude 154 east. The Brit- 
Ash flag was left flying at both points. 

“The. narrative of. Lieut. Shackleton's 
| achieverpents ‘shows that the expedition 
-' endured the greatest trials and priva- 
tions. The motor car, which was useful 
in the preliminary expeditions, failed on 
the uneven surface of the barriers of 
ice. 

Results Summarised. 

Summarized, the results of the expedi- 
tion are that a point was reached within 
111 miles of the South Pole.

‘In latitude 81.64 we shot a pony and 
made a depot of oll, biscuit and pony 
meat, taking the remainder of the pony 
meat to eke out our dried rations. We 
reached the ‘discovery’ of the southern- 
most jatitude on Nov. 2. 

“The surface now became soft, with 
large undulations. The ponies were ut- 
tacked by snow biindness and the sec- 
ond of them was shot, the depot being 
made in latitude 82.45, longtitude 170. On 
Nov. 30 we killed our third pony. 


Glacier Diseovered. 

“Steering south and southeast, we 

were now approaching a high range of 
new mountains, trending to the south- 
east. Dec. 2 we discovered a glacier 120 
miles long and approximately forty 
miles wide, running in a south and 
southwesterly direction, and on Dec. 5 
we started to ascend it at latitude 83.33, 
longitude 172. The glacier was full of 
bad crevasses as the result of tremen- 
dous pressure. It took the whole of the 
next day for us to fight our way 600 
yards. 
“There weré many dangers to be 
faced, for at any moment one might 
be thrown into some unknown depth. As 
it was,.on Dec. 7, the last remaining 
pony broke through a snow lid and dis- 
appeared in a crevasse. Fortunately, 
the singletree snapped and we ‘saved 
Wild and the sledge, which was dam- 
aged. The party was now hauling a 
weight of 260 pounds per man. 

“The clouds disappeared and on Dec. 
$ we. discovered new mountain ranges 
trending south and southwest. Moving 
up the glacter.over the treacherous snow 


fell through, but Were saved by our 
harness and pulled out with an Alpine 
rope. 

“The second sledge was badly dam- 
aged by the knife-like edge of the crev-

“Similar conditions obtained on our 
way up the glacier from, Dec. 6 to 18. 
On the latter date we reached an alti- 
tude of 6800 feet ir. latitude 85 degrees 
10 minutes 8 seconds, we made a depot 
and left everything there but our food, 
instruments and camp equipment and 
reduced our rations to 20 ounces per man 
daily. On Dec. 26 we reached a plateau 
after crossing ice flelds at an altitude 
of 9000 feet, thence gradually rising in 
long ridgesat 10,500 feet. 

“Having finished our relay work we 
discarded our second siedge. There was 
now a constant southerly blizzard of 
wind and drifting sriew, with a tempera- 
ture ranging from 87 to 70 degrees of 
frost. On Dec. 27 we lost sight of the 
new mountains. ' 

“Finding that the party was becoming 
weakened from the effects of the short 
allowance of food, the rarified air and 
the cold, I decided to risk making a 
depot on the plateau. On Jan. 4 we 
proceeded with one tent, utilizing the 
poles of the second tent for guiding 
marks for our return. 

Blizzard for 60 Hours, 

“The surface now became very soft 
and the blizzard continued for 60 hours. 
During Jan. 7, 8 and 9, the wind blew at 
7@ miles an hour, with 72 degrees of 
frost. It was impossible to move and 
members of the party were frequently 
trost-bitten in their sleeping bags. 

“On Jan. 2 we left camp and reached 
latitude 88.28, longitude 162 east, this be- 
ing the most scutherly point ever 
reached. Here we hoisted the Union 
Jack, presented tc us by Her Majesty, 
the Queen. The mountains were visible 
and we saw a piain stretehing to the 
south. We then started on the return 
trip to pick up our depot on the plateau, 
guided by our outward tracks, for the 
flags attached to the tentpoles had been 
blown away. 

“This was slow work indeed in the 
heavy gale. The sledge was lowered by 
stages by means of the Alpine rope, and 
we followed as best we could, care being 
taken to have the guiding lines well 
fastened and taut. 

“On the morning of Jan. 26 our food 
was finished. It was slow going. Six- 
teen miles were covered in 22 hours’ 
march, as the snow was two feet deep 
and there were many concealed cre- 
vagses. We reached the lower glacier 
depot, in latitude 83.45, on the afternoon 
of the 27th. There we obtained food and 
were able to proceed with greater speed. 
We reached the “Grishi depot’’—named 
after the dead pony—on Feb. 2, with no 
food remaining. 

“Wild was suffering from dysentery, 
the effects of the horse meat, and on 
Feb. 4 the party was prostrated from 
the same 62 and unable to movo. 


y Camp Outfit Ke 
“The Timeare continued oR 50 de- 


grees of frost, and we discarded every- 
thing except our camp outfit and geolog- 
ical specimens, and on Feb. 20 reached 
the next depot, all our food being fin- 
ished. The high winds were now ac- 
companied by an exceedingly low tem- 
perature, but they were behind us, and 
three days later we came in sight of 
the depot on Minna Bluff, which had 
teen laid by the Joyce party in January. 
Here we received news from the ship. 

“The main results of the expedition 
are & §00d gedlogical collection. We 
diascevered eight distinct mountain 
ranges and more than a hunéred moun- 
tains. 

‘We surveyed and photographed many 
glaciers and found signs of former 
greater glaciation. The South Pole is 
doubtless situated on a plateau 10,000 to 
11,000 feet above the sea level. The

Of the three forms of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis the contagious form is con- 
sidered the most deadly. It is usually 
contracted by inhaling microbes through 
the nostrils. These attack the brain and 
the spinal cord, and sometimes result 
in death in a few days, at most, and 
sometimes even in a few hours.

St. Louis Doctors Are to Fol- 
low the Lead of Eastern 
Cities. 





NEW LAWS ADVOCATED 





Screens for All Dwellings Fav- 
‘ored by Dr. H. Wheeler 
Bond. 





The common house fly is going to be 
watched pretty closely by the Health 
Commissioner in 8t. Louis this summer 
He is going to be studied as he was 
never studied before in this city and an 
effort will be made to determine just 
how much of a factor he is in the prora- 
gation of diseases, especially of typhoid 
fever. Ways will be devised to kill him 
off and to curtail his propagation and 
to bar him from houses. 

It is not only in St. Louts that the 
war on the house fly will be carried 
on this summer. Government scientists 
will be at it over all the country, and 
city officials elsewhere will be study- 
ing him, too. 

The Government thinks the house fly 
of so much importance that !t has just 
issued a pamphlet embodying the result 
of extensive studies and entitled, ‘‘Eco- 
nomic Loss to the People of the Unitea 
States Through Insects That Carry Dis- 
ease.”’ In this pamphlet Dr. Howard 
declares that the house fly ought to be 
called the “typhoid fly’’ because he is 
such a propagator of that disease, car- 
rying the germs on his feet. 

The State of Massachusetts has just 
begun a comprehensive study of the 
house fly and thinks the matter of 
guarding against flies of so much im- 
portance that it has issued a proclama- 
tion headed, ‘‘Beware of Fiies.’’ 

Dr. Bond’s Statement, 

Dr. H. Wheeler Bond, Health Com- 
misisoner of St. Louis, indorses all that 
these investigators say in condemnation 
of the fly. He said Wednesday: 

“Tt is generally conceded by all sani- 
tarians that the house fly is a carrier 
of typhoid and other diseases. I have 
given a great deal of study to the fly 
and am convinced that proper precau- 
tions, if generally caried out, would 
almost stamp out the house fly, as the 
same sort of precautions have killed off 
the mosquito tn différent localities. 

“The inforrnation that !s available 
about the exact breeding places and 
habits of the house fly is comparatively 
scanty. The question of the distribu- 
tion of filles is little understood, but we 
do know that he breeds in dirt heaps 
every where. 

‘I have here the proclamation issued 
against the house fly in Massachusetts, 
and I indorse what it says about the fly 
being a filthy insect. They revel in 
garbage pails. They swarm on sick 
babies in the tenement districts. 

“It is disgusting to talk about sucn 
things, but it is more disgusting to have 
these same flies, after their repast of 
filth, drown in the milk pitcher, walk 
over the frosted cake and clean their 
feet on the bread. It !s not well to 
have the flies that have just come from 
such surroundings walk over the lips 
of a sleeping baby.

TAX EQUALIZATION REFORM 
PLAN REJECTED BY BOARD 


Hadley’s Idea Was to Use Actual 
Cash Value of Property 


as Basis. 
By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March &#.—The 
State Board of Equalization, by a vote 
of 8 to 2, has'refused to adopt the actu1! 
value of all property, real and personal, 
as its basis of calculation in making 
the equalization of values for the vari- 
ous counties. 

Gov.-Hadley and State Treasurer Cow- 
gill tried to have the actual cash value 
used as the basis, but Attorney-General 
Major, Auditor Gordon and Secretary ot 
State Roach voted to continue the pres- 
ent system of equalization. 

Great Variation in Valuations. 

It was shown at the meeting of the 
Equalization Board that land in Macon 
County, for instance, is assessed at only 
one-fourth of {ts actual value, whereas 
St. Louis is required to pay on the 
basis of 60 to 70 per cent. 

The real result of the Equalization 
Board's decision is that the work of 
that body will be done. this year as it 
has been done before. ‘The impression 
seems to be general that any move to 
increase the value of the property by 
way of equalization would greatly in- 
crease taxes. It would in cases where 
property owners are now escaping taxa- 
tion, but opponents of these measures, 
it is contended, do not realize that the 
county courts are not required to levy 
the maximum rate allowed by the Con- 
stitution.
